2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art and the non-patent literature failed to teach the applicant's invention of 
using dielectric elastomer electronic muscle material in a computer system to "grow to generate a 
plurality of function buttons in the proximity of user fingers" is unique and thus deemed 
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patentable. The limitation of "grows to generate" was amended to the claims to better define the 
relationship between the dielectric elastomer material and the buttons, clarifying the idea that the 
dielectric elastomer material physically changes shape to form itself into a functional button.
